President Lyndon B. Johnson has put strong vocal 
emphasis on adoption by management and labor of 
a no-strike truce and for voluntary restraint in 
holding prices and wages in line. 
This may be all that can be expected in a pres­ 
idential election year from an extremely vote 
conscious and politically inspired chief executive. 
But it won’t be enough. 
It is notable that in connection with his appeal for 
voluntary action he refrained from establishing a 
new wage price increase guideline in his annual 
economic report to Congress. 
Because of numerous violations, many with fed­ 
eral government approval, the once potent wage- 
price guidelines promulgated by the late President 
John F. Kennedy have almost expired by a gallop­ 
ing paralysis. 
President Johnson did not mention the threat of 
direct price and wage controls. This, of course, 
is an extremely sensitive issue in an election 
year but even though he was silent the threat grows 
daily. Inflationary forces are mounting. 
The President’s Council of Economic Advisers 
hasn’t been so reticent about discussing controls. 
It has rejected them with strong adjectives such 
as “ clumsy,” “ repugnant” and “ arbitrary.” 
Controls are all of these things but the need for 
them grows with the inflationary push of higher 
wages and higher prices and all the other forces, 
which steadily are overheating the nation’s eco­ 
nomy. 
By the end of this year the need for these controls 
will be overwhelming. Since the election will be 
over in November, it then will be possible for the 
nation’s president, whoever he may be, to be­ 
latedly apply them and soften the cruel effects of 
inflation on the American people. By then great 
damage already will have been done to the dollar 
the nation’s balance of payments position, and to 
the American consumer. 
But voluntary restraints can be relied upon only 
as a one time stop-gap measure and the time of 
their value has long since expired.

turn for help to Russia, our arch enemy, when 
we get involved in a ship capturing incident. 
France, Russia, Red China and many other 
nations in the world could care less for world 
opinion and they get along pretty well. 
The 
U.S. must finally discover that world opinion 
doesn’t count much in the struggle for right over 
wrong in world power moves and tactics. 
The 
United States among the growing world family 
of nations does not have many friends anyway. 
But it seems that the U.S. bases its policy on 
how other nations will view our actions rather 
than employing a policy that will better look 
after our interests in world m atters. 
The record of the United Nations is one of 
failure. 
Only the humanitarian side of the U.N. 
has been partially successful—that of providing 
food and medicine to many suffering peoples. 
%In the “ Pueblo Incident” it must have been 
obvious to the United States little but debate 
would come out of discussions before the U.N. 
Security Council. 
It appeared that the United States leadership 
was completely overwhelmed by the problem of 
what to do about our captured ship and called 
for help in the United Nations to be in a position 
to say that this country was doing something 
about the ship capture rather than nothing. 
It seems that every time the U.S. becomes 
involved in an international incident it is a 
time for many senators to “ get in on the act” 
by making statements. 
Many call for caution, 
others cry for soft deliberation and pussy-footing. 
It is stomach sickening. 
And it is happening now so often that it has be­ 
come a fad for tiny nations to challenge the big 
United States—and get away with it. 
It is high time this country stood up to its 
adversaries and I believe in the long run such a 
policy would make more friends for us over 
the world and most certainly it would gain us 
a great measure of self respect.

President Lyndon B. Johnson has put strong vocal 
emphasis on adoption by management and labor of 
a no-strike truce and for voluntary restraint in 
holding prices and wages in line. 
This may be all that can be expected in a pres­ 
idential election year from an extremely vote 
conscious and politically inspired chief executive. 
But it won’t be enough. 
It is notable that in connection with his appeal for 
voluntary action he refrained from establishing a 
new wage price increase guideline in his annual 
economic report to Congress. 
Because of numerous violations, many with fed­ 
eral government approval, the once potent wage- 
price guidelines promulgated by the late President 
John F. Kennedy have almost expired by a gallop­ 
ing paralysis. 
President Johnson did not mention the threat of 
direct price and wage controls. This, of course, 
is an extremely sensitive issue in an election 
year but even though he was silent the threat grows 
daily. Inflationary forces are mounting. 
The President’s Council of Economic Advisers 
hasn’t been so reticent about discussing controls. 
It has rejected them with strong adjectives such 
as 
“ clum sy,” 
“ repugnant” and “ arbitrary.” 
Controls are ail of these things but the need for 
them grows with the inflationary push of higher 
wages and higher prices and all the other forces, 
which steadily are overheating the nation’s eco­ 
nomy. 
By the end of this year the need for these controls 
will be overwhelming. Since the election will be 
over ir November, it then will be possible for the 
nation’s president, whoever he may be, to be­ 
latedly apply them and soften the cruel effects of 
inflation on the American people. By then great 
damage already will have been done to the dollar 
the nation’s balance of payments position, and to 
the American consumer. 
But voluntary restraints can be relied upon only 
as a one time stop-gap measure and the time of 
their value has long since expired.

turn for help to Russia, our arch enemy, when 
we get involved in a ship capturing incident. 
Franc*', Russia, Red China and many otV'r 
nations in the world could care less for world 
opinion and they get along pretty well. 
The 
U.S. must finally discover that world opinion 
doesn’t count much in the struggle for right over 
wrong in world power moves and tactics. 
The 
United States among the growing world family 
of nations does not have many friends anyway. 
But it seems that the U.S. bases its policy on 
how other nations will view our actions rather 
than employing a policy that will better look 
after our interests in world matters. 
The record of the United Nations is one of 
failure. 
Only the humanitarian side of the U.N. 
has boon partially successful—that of providing 
food and medicine to many suffering peoples.

obvious to the United States little but debate 
would conic out of discussions before the U.N. 
Security Council. 
It appeared that the United States leadership 
was completely overwhelmed by the problem of 
what to do about our captured ship and called 
for help in the United Nations to be in a position 
to say that this country was doing something 
about the 
ship capture rather than nothing.

seems that every time the U.S. becomes 
involved 
in an 
international incident it is a 
tin e for many senators to “ get in on the act” 
by making statements. 
Many call for caution,

It is stomach sickening. 
And it is happening now so often that it has be­ 
come a fad for tiny nations to challenge the big 
United States--and get away with it. 
It 
is high time this country stood up to its 
adversaries and I believe in the long run such a 
policy would make more friends for us over 
the world and most certainly it would gain us 
a great measure of self respect.

ST. L OUIS — Any lUneral coun­ 
selor will tell you, Americans 
generally are uninformed about 
death. People don't like to talk 
about it and therefore they don’t 
know much about it. 
For instance, lots of people 
don't know what a funeral counsel­ 
or is. He is a salesman. 
He Is the kind of salesman who 
doesn't tell you right away that he 
Is a salesman. Rather, he comes 
to your house and tells you that 
he wants to present you with a 
free booklet 
that can be val­ 
uable to you-the sort of thing 
that every family needs. 
He shows you the booklet. It 
can have one of several titles. 
It may be called "Family Emer­ 
gency Record and Guide" or 
"Free Family Portfolio" 
or 
"Our Emergency Record." One 
such booklet used by a preneed 
funeral sales firm is particu­ 
larly personal. On its white cov­ 
er the title Is in black Spen­ 
cerian writing: "My Wishes and 
Desires." Hie idea seems to be 
that the counselor Is giving you 
a booklet in which you can list 
your wishes and desires. 
It doesn't matter particularly 
what the title is; the contents 
of such booklets 
are similar. 
And their use as come-on gifts 
in the sale of preneed, install­ 
ment - payment funeral plans is a 
well-established routine. 
The counselor tells you that he 
is willing to take the time right 
then and there to help you fill 
out the booklet so that you will 
have it In your home. He fills out 
a second booklet as you progress. 
He opens a page. Here is space 
for the husband and wife to record 
vital statistics and family his­ 
tory. If the man has served in 
the armed services there is 
a space for him to write down in­ 
formation about that service and 
where he keeps his discharge 
papers. 
Next page. Here is space to 
write names and addresses of 
relatives and friends who should 
be notified in the event of emer­ 
gency. 
Next page. Have you made a 
will? Where is it? List your in­ 
surance policies. List informa­ 
tion about banks, safety deposit 
boxes, real estate owned, 
in­ 


vestments 
• information that 
would be vital to survivors. 
Next page. Instructions for the 
funeral. Should it be in the fun­ 
eral home or church? What cem­ 
etery? Do you own a lot? Other 
details down to preference in 
flowers and songs to be sung. 
Now, don’t you agree, says the 
counselor, that the information 
in the booklet will be important 
some day? It’s the sort of port­ 
folio, he says, that every fam­ 
ily should have. 
Incidentally, he says, youlisted 
four friends to be notified in case 
of emergency. Do you suppose 
they would like to have me of 
these handy booklets, too? 
So he has four 
new 
sales 
prospects. He also has informa­ 
tion and how much life insur­ 
ance you have. He has an idea 
whether you will be receiving 
death benefits as a veteran and 
from the Social Security Admin­ 
istration. To a funeral counselor 
it is valuable 
information in­ 
deed. 
At the end of the booklet 
a 
statement 
of this sort may ap­ 
pear: "I would prefer that my 
family spend no more than $—— 
for my funeral arrangements." 
When you get to that statement 
at the end, the counselor may 
disclose that he is a salesman. He 
will say, perhaps, that as a rep­ 
resentative of the XYZ funeral 
trust plan working with the John 
Doe funeral home he is prepared 
to offer you an installment pay­ 
ment funeral for $808 that would 
cost $1065 if you bought ittoda>. 
He tells you, of course, why 
you should buy a preneed plan. 
Briefly, some of the reasons he 
may cite are: A preneed plan at 
a set price will protect you 
against inflation in funeral costs 
in the future. If you are of In­ 
surable age and health you may 
insure the plan so that 
paid if you die within the time you 
are making payments. Buying the 
fUneral before it is needed allows 
you to consider the price at a 
time when you are not subject to 
emotional pressures.

the plan.

check. He and other counselors

The check offer, in

sales parlance would be called 
a "hammer,” something to clinch 
a sale. It is a high-pressure tac­ 
tic of the sort not usuablly as* 
sociated with the funeral indus­ 
try, some undertakers say. Hie 
whole routine of the free booklet 
is alien to previous practices of 
undertakers, the critics of pre­ 
need say.

People don’t like to talk 
about it and therefore they don’t 
know much about it.

instance, lots of people 
don’t know what a funeral counsel­ 
or is. He is a salesm an. 
He is the kind of salesman who 
doesn’t tell you right away that he 
is a salesman. Rather, he comes 
to your house and tells you that 
he wants 
to present you with a 
free booklet 
that can be val­ 
uable to you-the sort of thing 
that every family needs. 
He shows you the booklet. It 
can have one of several titles. 
It may be called “ Family Em er­ 
gency 
Record 
and 
Guide” or 
“ Free Family 
Portfolio” 
or 
“ Our Emergency Record.” One 
such booklet used by a preneed 
funeral sales 
firm is particu­ 
larly personal. On its white cov­ 
er the title is in black Spen­ 
cerian writing: “ My Wishes and 
D esires.” The idea seems to be 
that the counselor is giving you 
a booklet 
in which you can list 
your wishes and desires. 
It doesn’t matter particularly 
what the title is; 
the contents 
of such booklets 
are sim ilar. 
And their use as come-on gifts 
in the sale of preneed, install­ 
ment - payment funeral plans is a 
well-established routine. 
The counselor tells you that he 
is willing to take the time right 
then and there to help you fill 
out the booklet so that you will 
have it in your home.
